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Making BCS User-Friendly 

For a business to be successful, it must ensure that both its customers and employees are satisfied. The same 
can be said for a school and its students and staff. This is not an easy task. It requires a knowledge of what 
causes satisfaction and dissatisfaction, and then being able to do something about it. 

In the past few years, students and staff have worked hard to make changes that might result in increased 
satisfaction. The Student Life Committee is mandated by the BCS Board of Directors to examine issues and 
develop policy in areas that affect students outside the classroom. This committee of eight to ten students, 
three staff members and a board member, has designed policies for drug use and harassment. Changes to the 
New Student Line and to the routine for send-ins and check-ins came about from recommendations by this 
committee. This year, they are discussing issues that range from smoking (a perennial topic!) to curfews to tai 
chi as a crease. 

Students and staff were part of a group which met in April '98 to prepare a strategic plan for BCS. Some 
important initiatives have come about as a result, including house evaluations where students and staff can 
voice their opinions about the houses and how they are run. A facilities review has identified a number of 
areas which need upgrading, including those where science and fine arts are taught. It is hoped that within 
two years, significant changes will take place to deal with the recommendations. Students have asked that they 
be given a chance to evaluate their teachers, and so they shall, if not this year, then next year. 

Student forums, which allow students in a particular form to voice their opinions, have led to changes. Last 
year, the Form VII students asked that their curfew be extended and it was, with a monitoring system run by 
the students themselves - and this has continued this year. Students asked that they be permitted to travel on 
break weekends in casual dress, and now they may. The manager of the Dining Hall has visited each house to 
learn how students feel about the food being served and now changes are taking place. Comments from 
students have led to a decision to provide more food to the houses so that they can have something to eat at 
night. 

BCS is not perfect, and I suspect that it can never be, but we must continue to try to make ourselves better. 
It is important that students realize that they have a voice and that they will be listened to. I can't promise 
that every suggestion or request will be agreed to, but certainly each will be considered with an appropriate 
degree of seriousness. I hope most of you will be satisfied most of the time.
